To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  East  Kingston  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  East  Kingston  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March, 
next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  ap- 
propriations of  the  same. 

3.  To  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  to  pay  the 
deficit  for  year  ending  January  31,  1936. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  expended  on  the  Powwow 
Road,  in  accordance  with  Bill  No.  64  passed  by  the  last 
Legislature,  whereby  the  State  appropriates  $3,000.00. 

5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $160.94  against  appropriation  by  State  of 
$643.79  for  construction  of  Class  V  Roads. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $525.00  for  the  purchase  of  the  V-type  snow 
plow,  now  being  rented  by  the  Town. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $15.00  for  Memorial  Day  purposes. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $100.00  for  the  Library. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  carrying  insurance  on  men  working  on  Town  roads,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  same. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rebuild  the  fence 
around  the  Union  Cemetery  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  same. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  the  Phil  Row- 
ell  road,  so  called,  the  Kingston  end  being  now  closed. 

13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  having  one  Highway  Agent  for  entire  town. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  return  present  State  Aid  balance  of  $12.38  to 
General  Fund  in  accordance  with  request  of  State  Highway 
Department;  also  other  minor  liabilities. 

15.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard 
to  tarring  the  Lombard  Road  from  the  Giles  Road  to  Joslyn 
Farm  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  same.  Estimated 
cost  approximately  $300.00.

SCHOOLS  OF  TODAY 

Whatever  may  be  wrong  with  this  country  the  public 
schools  cannot  be  charged  with  the  whole  responsibility  for 
it.  Yet  we  are  well  aware  of  the  many  criticisms  that  are 
directed  at  them.  We  are  quite  sure  that  errors  are  evident 
yet  we  strive  to  reduce  these  to  the  lowest  minimum.  We 
believe  that  education  of  today  is  a  sane  procedure  to  help 
the  individual  realize  on  his  possibilities.  We  aim  to  de- 
velop character,  to  impress  neighborliness  and  duty,  to  im- 
prove social  responsibility,  and  to  prepare  youth  for  the  life 
they  must  live  whether  they  desire  to  or  not.  We  must  not 
allow  our  schools  to  become  outmoded.  We  must  be  pro- 
gressive to  meet  the  changing  conditions  the  same  as  in- 
dustry has  to.  or  is  forced  to,  by  circumstances  beyond  its 
control.  The  schools  must  go  on. 

I  would  not  be  unmindful  of  the  generous  support 
given  me. by  the  corps  of  teachers,  the  helpful  advice  of  a 
"faithful  Boaro,  and  the  loyalty  of  an  active  citizenry.  To- 
all  I  express  my  gratitude.
